The letter of the Holy Office 
then turns to the question of 
ecclesiastical discipline arising 
‘from the fact that some of the 
associates of Father Feeney “re- 
fused reverence and obedience to 
legitimate authorities.”

Legion Chaplain 


The Rev. John E. Duffy, pastor 
of Our Lady of Lourdes church 
New London, O., was elected 
chaplain of the American Legion 
at its 34th national convention in 
New York.

Sister Joan Marie Ryan, of the 
Bronx, New York, who arrived 
here weak and emaciated, with the 
sad news, was told of the Bishop’s 
death on August 16. A Canton 
prison official informed her that 
the Bishop had died of “old age 
and illness” despite “special medi- 
cal attention.” She was forced to 
sign a certificate to that effect.

are imprisoned. 

News of the death of Bishop 
Ford is all the more shocking as 
only a few weeks ago three Aus- 
trailian airmen arrived here after 
their release from a Canton prison 
with a report that they had seen 
the Bishop apparently “in good 
health, well clothed and receiving 
adequate food.” 

Sister Joan Marie reported that 
she had seen Bishop Ford four 
times during their long imprison. 
ment. Last January she saw him on 
a stairway. He was emaciated, his 
hair was white and he had a long, 
bushy white beard. The bishop was

After months of interminable 
questioning, the Bishop was taken, 
on April 14, 1951, to the prison of 
Canton. Bound with ropes that 
were wetted to tighten them as 
they dried out, he was forced to 
walk the gantlet of students. who 
beat him with sticks, stones and re- 
fuse. They tripped him and beat 
him while lying on the ground but

Every Dominican Provincial re- 
ceived a copy of the Pope's brief, 
and eve minican Church was 
instructed to dedicate an altar to 
the Holy Name. The Dominicans 
began a campaign which has not 
stopped yet, and these wonderful 
preachers now have the world-wide 
foly Name Society in their care,

In the 15th century, the devo- 
tion to the Holy Name was the 
means of stopping a plague in Lis- 
bon. The people of the city held a 
procession, which seems to have 
been the first Holy Name parade. 

In the 16th century, a Spanish 
Dominican organized the Seciety 
of the Holy Name of God. This was 
approved by the Pope and merged 
with another group called the So- 
ciety of the Holy Name of Jesus. 
Both titles were used, as well as a 
third, “The Confraternity Against 
Oaths.” | 


The watchword of the Holy 
Name Society. is an expression 
from Apostolic times-—‘“At the 


name of Jesus, every knee should 
bend.” Pope Gregory told Blessed 
John of Vereelli that he wished 
everyone would bow his head when 
he hears the name of Jesus. Bow 
ing the head will be a sign, said 
the Pope, “that interiorly he bends 
the knee of his heart.” 

If we can’t bow down and bend 
our knee when we hear the name 
of Jesus, we can certainly follow 
the Pope's suggestion that we bow 
our head. Do it in church, do it 
when you say your own prayers, do 
it when you hear the Holy Name 
used in public. And above all, bow 
your head whenever you hear the 
Name used in blasphemy. For like 
the world of 1274, we are a blas- 
phemous people.

ment, and, later, his service -with 
the celebrated Foreign Legion. 
These were. crowded years of stren- 
ous duties and grave risk, of tur- 
moil and even confusion.

We 
believe the woman had been com- 
ing to church, perhaps day after 
day, weeping as she made the 
Stations. We believe she was weep- 
ing in complete resignation to the 
will of God, that the tears were the 
natural overflow of emotion after 
the making of a hard, hard adjust- 
ment, | 

In today’s Gospel Our Lord came 
to the widow who was mourning 
the death of her only son. His 
words strike us forecefully. “Do 
not weep,” he told the widow. 
Then he spoke to the dead son and 
he sat up and began to speak. 
“and he gave him to his mother.” 

We are not comparing the “alive- 


ness” of the soldier son of the 
‘weeping woman making the Sta- 
tions, and aliveness after reported 
dead, with our Gospel Story. Rath- 
‘er, we are calling attention to Our 
'Lord’s reaction to the weeping of 
the woman in the Gospel, and our 
idea of his reaction to the weep- 
ing of the woman making the Sta- 
tions. He did not scorn them be- 
cause they wept, nor turn His back 
on their weeping, nor lash out at 
them for it. We like to think the 
coming of the child to tell her 
mother the good news might have 
been at His mysterious prompting. 
How gentle and loving Jesus ail- 
ways was with women. 

Jesus would not be moved by 
tears of anger, by feigned tears to 
get one’s own way, but tears of 
resignation to His will bring His 
compassion and tenderness quickly. 
God made women. God knows that 
these tears that come with resigna- 
tion can be an involuntary reac- 
tion after a decision of great 
strength. This then we pray, that 
He teach men, especially husbands 
and fathers, the better to under- 
stand women, that He teach them 
something of His own gentleness 
with them, His own understand- 
ing of their more delicate emotion- 
al balance. 

It is to be hoped women will

Handsome Is... 


"TSE. large picture weekly printed 
her face on the cover; inside, 
the story about her ran a picture 
of her handsome mother and her 
charming two sisters. The caption 
under the picture recalled a na- 
tionally known face: The Mother 
and the three daughters thus far 
had bagged between them ten hus- 
bands. The daughters are still 
young. There is every indication 
that they will eventually run up 
a much bigger score than that. 


Four international beauties had 
no trouble at all getting husbands; 
and all the trouble in the world 
holding them! Four beauties look 
terrific on the cover of a magazine’ 
and evidently are not so attractive 
across a breakfast table. Four 
charming women show charm 
which must be skin deep since the 
men who come to know them a lit- 
tle better soon slough them off. 


This is just a little consolation 
for those who find, after an honest 
look into the mirror, that they are 
not the type to rate roaring beauty 
in their marriage partner. This is 
no world catastrophe. Now I am 
not one of those who think that 
physically unattrative people are 
necessarily charming in_ disposi- 
tion or that a handsome face is the 
facade for an empty brain. On the 
contrary, 1 have known too many 
beautiful people with beautiful 
dispositions; and it seems to 
me that notably smart boys 
and girls have about them an alert- 
ness and aliveness that creates the 
constant impression of good looks. 


But the standard of beauty set 
by the model agencies, the art edi- 
tors of the slick magazines, and 
popular in Hollywood some twenty 
years ago, is no test of the partner 
who will look beautiful to you in 
five years from now, much less 
twenty or thirty. 3 
Should it happen that you find 
‘yourself falling in love with a real- 
ly beautiful person, that can be 
your luck. If the man who asks you 
out is tall and well built with crisp 
hair and a beautiful tan spread 
over orderly features, you, my dear 
young lady, may have an excuse for 
strutting just a bit. 

Yet nothing, except humor, is as 
fleeting as our taste in good looks. 
Every generation the national 
taste in what is beautiful, male or 
female, undergoes a_ revolution. 
When I was a young fellow, 
Charlies Dana Gibson set the stand- 
ard for women’s good looks. He 
chose as his model his own truly 
magnificent wife; and the Gibson 
Girl at the turn of the century was 
tall, haughty, dark, broadshould. 
ered, imperious and _ imperial. 
Hardly had the country accepted 
her when the pendulum swung: 
The Nell Brinkley girl came in, 
popularized through the Hearst 
papers. She was fluffy and small, 
with great masses of blonde curls 
(today we might call it a poodle 
bob); she was absolutely feminine, 
doll-like, and you felt sure that, 
instead of an English accent, she 
spoke with a slight lisp. 

The fashion in good looks among 
the motion picture stars changes 
faster than the cycle of the pic- 
tures in which they play. Francis 
X. Bushman was the first of the 
movie idols; with the perfect pro- 
file that he turned to the audience 
with appealing and appaling regu- 
larity; what a change from his 
artificial ways to Gable, to Spencer 
Tracy, to Montgomery Clift. And 
what a swing of the fashions from 
Mabel Normand and Corinne Grif. 
fith and Thera Bara to Maureen 
O'Hara and Joan Caufield and Les- 
lie Carron.

Within the lifetime of a married

All of which, of course, is simply 
the greatest possible consolation 
for the person whose features meet 
no recognized standards of beauty 
and who will have to be content to 
date and evidentally to marry the 
nice kid next door who is as whole- 
some as fresh bread and as unex- 
citing as a chocolate malted milk. 


For the beauty with which it is 
wonderful to live is deep down in- 
side. It may take a lifetime to 
force itself completely to the sur- 
face, but if the beauty is there, it 
will come out, bloom and be- 
loved. 

The finest guarantee of charm 
is not regular features but a regu- 
lar disposition. When one has plea- 
sant manners, those who meet him 
(or her) forget what is the shape 
of the nose or the color of the 
eyes. My Master of Novices was 
one of the world’s plainest men, 
and after you'd been with him for 
fifteen minutes, you thought him 
fascinating. Once I spent a anter- 
noon with Marie Dressler, the old- 
time comedienne. She was one of 
the ugliest women of her day; but 
given twenty minutes of her com- 
pany, and you thought her charm- 
ing and tlever and brilliant, and 
wished you could stay on and on. 


For your consolation, let's. re- 
member a few things like this: 

When a plain girl smiles, an ob- 
serving eye is alert to see what 
happens to her face. It may trans- 
form it, by the power of her good 
disposition and sweetness and vir- 
tue, into something far lovelier 
than the most perfect mask worn 
by the professional beauty. 


When a boy or girl is wholesome, 
deep down inside are the makings 
of durable qualities that last all 
through life. Features collapse; vir- 
tue continues. An exquisite com- 
plexion tarnishes; the soul that 
shines through can grow momen- 
tarily more gracious. 

Maybe the answer to this whole 
discussion is simple: Be good and 
eventually you will be beautiful. 
Be good and somebody worth while 
is bound to find you beautiful, not 
for an evening but for a lifetime.
